Holding that revision of the rules of 
the house of representatives is even 
more important “than prohibition or 
any other pending legislation, a state- 
wide campaign is now being carried 
on by a number of members of the 
majority wing of the house who pro- 
pose to so alter the existing rules as 
to eliminate what they term ‘“‘Cannon- 


ism.” 

The campaign for immediate revision 
of the rules is headed by Representatives 
W. H. Dorris of Crisp, H. W. Hopkins 
of Thomas, S. A. Nunn of Houston, 
M. J. Yeomans of Terrell, J. E. Shep- 
pard of Sumter, N. F. Culpepper of 
Meriwether, H. L. Barfield and J. R. 
Ayer of Bibb. It Is understood that 
these genticmen lack only two or three 
mames of having the necessary two- 
thirds of the membership of the house 
pledged, a change in existing rules re- 
quiring a two-thirds vote.

It is the purpose to adopt a set of 
rules founded upon those now con- 
trolling in the national house of rep- 
resentatives, with modifications that 
will make them suitable for a state 
legislative body. , 

Representative Dorris, who, Wednes- 
day, went over the plan of campaign 
for rules revision, at a conference of 
members of the prohibition wing of the 
house and certain citizens of Atlanta 
who have been identified with pending 
legislation, said: 

“This is a matter of far greater inm- 
portance than the pending legislation, 
or any other pending matter, in that 
it will directly affect our entire gov- 
ernmental system. It will obviate the 
possibility of recurrence of those things 
which brought trouble at the last ses- 
sion, and will absoluteiy insure action 
on any measure introduced dn the leg- 
islature by killing gag rule and minor- 
itv domination. The house will rule 
the house instead of the ‘tail wagging 
the dog,’ as somebody said in describ- 
ing this situation.” 

The purpose of the principal proposed 
revision will be to take away from the 
speaker the appointment of the all- 
powerful rules committee, and at the 
same time that committee will be shorn 
of a great deal of its heretofore exist- 
ing powers. The formation of the rules 
committee will be by selection of one 
member from each congressional dis- 
trict in the state, the selection to be 
made by caucus of the several repre- 
sentatives from each of the districts. 
Nominees selected by these caucuses 
will be put for vote in the house the 
day following the caucus, and will, by 
general consent, be elected, the com-

ALLEGED CONFESSION 
OF PHYSICIAN CAUSES 
GRAND JURY’S ACTION 


Dr.Sprayberry Was Nephew 
of Aged Man, and Wife of 


John Ozmer Was Niece of 
the Old Woman — Physi- 
cian,in Denying Guilt, Says 
He Believes Husband Poi- 
soned Wife. 


The mysterious deaths five years ago 
of an aged farmer and his wife, as the 
result, it is believed, of arsenic or 
strychnine poisoning, last night caused 
the arrests of Dr. Bryce Sprayberry 
and John Ozmer, a _ well-to-do planter. 

The arrests were made upon Dench 
warrants issued late Wednesday aft- 
ernoon, after the DeKalb county 
grand ‘jury returned indictments. Dr. 
Sprayberry was placed ja the Decatur 
jail and held without bond, but Ozmer 
was released in $2,000 bond. It was an- 
nounced last nightthat today he will 
be required to give a larger bond. 

The grand jury is seeking to clear 
the mystery of the sudden and unex- 
pected deaths, in 1910, of William 
Sprayberry and his wife in Mills dis- 
trict. 

CONFESSION 
ALLEGED. 


The investigation comes at this late 
date because of alleged confessions 
made by Dr. Bryce Sprayberry last May, 
when he believed he was on his death 
bed. 

It was testified before the jury by a 
minister, Rev. Mr. Reynolds, of Mills 
district, and Henry Simpson, a rela- 
tive of the imprisoned physician, that 
Dr. Spraberry had called them to his 
bedside during a severe attack of 
3right’s disease, for the purpose of 
confessing to a conspiracy to slay Mr. 
and Mrs. Sprayberry in order to secure 
their fortune. 

The confession, according to the tes- 
timony of the minister and nephew, 
involved Dr. Sprayberry, Ozmer and 
William Sprayberry, a brother of the 
prisoner, who died under mysterious 
circumstances three months following 
the deaths of Mr. and Mrs. Spray- 
berry. The cause of his death was 
never known. 

Dr. Spreyberry, still suffering from 
the ailment with which he once be- 
lieved he was about to die, lay upon 
his cot in the DeKalb jail last night 
and denied to a reporter for The Con- 
stitution that he was implicated in the 
deaths of his wealthy relatives. 

He admitted having made an affi- 
davit, however, concerning their deaths 
last May when he believed he was near 
the end.

DEFENDS ACTION. 


Prior to the receipt of the report of 
the submarine’s commander, admiralty 
officials were of the belief that the 
submarine -had been lost. No reason 
for her delay in returning to port has 
been: given. 

A high official of the foreign cffice, 
discussing the case with the Associated 
Press, said the commander of the sub- 
marine evidently had adequate reasons 
for believing the submarine was about 
to be attacked, and was justified in tak- 
ing steps necessary to save his boat and 
crew. The torpedoing of the Arabic, 
according to this official, could not be 
considered an unprovoked attack with- 
out warning, but a measure of self-de- 
fense, which the commander of the 
under-water boat was compelled to 
adopt by the alleged suspicious actions 
of the Arabic. 

The news of the return of the sub- 
marine and the commander's report has 
not been published in Germany. 


BRITISH TACTICS 
AGAINST U BOATS. 


The loss of the U-27 has revived 
discussion of British aggressive tactics 
against submarines. Newspapers all 
over the country, in commenting on 
this case, assume that the U-27 was 
the victim of an attack such as is re- 
ported to have been made on Captain 
Otto Weddingen’s U-29, which was said 
by the German admiralty to have been 
sunk by a British steamship flying the 
Swedish flag. The theory 


advanced in the case of the U-27 


that it was a victim of an attack by as 
disguised auxiliary or warship, or was} 


rammed or otherwise destroyed by a 
 merchantman while endeavoring to ex- 
“ercise the right of search. 

This discussion utilized to bring 
home to the people of Germany the 
magnitude and bearing of the conces- 
Bion made to the United States in arree- 
ing to give warning before a liner is 
torpedoed. It is represented that this 
concession involves danger so long as 
British tactics are unaltered. 

The London version of the sinking 
of the U-27, to the effect that she was 
destroyed by a British torpedo while 
halting a ship, will communicated 
to the German press guidance to- 
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morrow to help dispel the impression 
that a merchantman was responsible for 
the loss of the craft. 


EXPLANATION 
UNCONVINCING. 


Washington, September 8.—Germany’s 
promised communication on the sink- 
ing of the White Star liner Arabic is 
expected here within a few days, in 
view of press dispatches today an- 
nouncing that a submarine commander 
had reported to Berlin that he torpe- 
doed the Arabic because he thought 
her changes of course meant that she 
intended to attack him. Officials did 
not comment on this press report. 
Through Count von bBernstorff, the 
German ambassador, assurances have 
been given that full satisfaction will be 
accorded the United States in connec- 
tion with the destruction of the Arabic, 
on which American passengers lost 
their lives. Consequently, while some 
officials indicated that the submarine 
commander’s explanation seemed un- 
convincing, there will be no judgment 
until Berlin is heard from formally. 

No word from Ambassador Gerard 
regarding the German note had been 
received when the state department 
closed tonight. 

Coded dispatches usually require 24 
hours or more for transmission. : 

In the meantime attention is being 
given the case of the Allan liner Hes- 
perian. Secretary Lansing today ca- 
bled to Ambassador Gerard, at Berlin, 
asking that he report any informa- 
tion that might be availabie there. Al- 
though all reports from Lendon de- 
clare that the Hesperian was torpedoed, 
the belief that she struck a mine still 
is prevalent in naval circles here.

No confirmation has been received so 
far of reports that an American named 
Wolff, a member, of the crew, was lost 

‘with the Hesperian. It was pointed 
out that the situation would not be 
changed if this proved to be true. The 
American government has taken the 
'ground that the placing of American 
lives in jeopardy by illegal acts is as 
grave an offense against the rights of 
a neutral nation as the actual destruc- 
tion of life. 


BERLIN SAYS MINE 
SUNK THE HESPERIAN.

| The assumption that ¢he Hesperian 
‘was sunk by a German submarine 1s 
| met with ever-increasing doubt in 
official circles. Althoug authorized 
quoted comment is withheld, the posi- 
tiveness of the opinions expressed in- 
formally by individuals who may _ be 
assumed to have authoritative infor- 
mation is noteworthy, In these quar- 
ters it is believed the Hesperian must 
have struck a mine, or possibly was 
destroyed by some agency from with- 
in; that it may be regarded as certain 
i she was not torpedoed by a German 
i submarine under the conditions set 
forth in press dispatches and in ac- 
counts given by passengers. 

These persons point out that 
details given as the shock of the im- 
pact, the column of water thrown up 
and the flying fragments of metal 
may be adapted quite as well to the 
theory that the Hesperian struck a 
mine as to the assumption that she 
was torpedoed. Moreover, it is said, 
there is not a single positive indica- 
tion that a submarine was concerned. 

The degree of assurance with which 
this theory is advanced seems to be 
based on knowledge of additional in-

“Close to the mouth of the Sereth

GERMANS TAKE 
RUSSIAN TOWN. 


Berlin, September 8.—(Via London.) 
German forces that have been engaged 
in battle with the Russians in the dis- 
trict north of the Bieloviezh forest, 
have captured the city of Wolkowysk, 
it was announced by German army 
headquarters today. 

The text of the official statement fol- 
lows: 

“Western theater of war: 

“A number of enemy ships appeared 
early yesterday morning before Mid- 
delkerke. They bombarded Westende 
during the morning and Ostend during 
the afternoon, when the ships withdrew 
again before the fire of our coastal bat- 
teries. No military damage was caused. 
In Ostend two Belgian inhabitants were 
killed and one was injured. On this 
front passed otherwise without special 
incident. 

A French armored ¢eroplane was shot 
down "7 8 German aviator north of Le 
Mesnil. he machine crashed to earth 
in a burning condition and the eccu- 
pants were killed. 

“An ene aeroplane attack on Frei- 
burg, in Baden, was ineffective. 

“Kastern theater of war: 

“Army group of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg: In the region of Daudse- 
wad (near Friedrichstadt) our divisions 
are making further progress. Troops of 
General von Eichhorn’s army obtained 
possession of a few narrow strips of 
ground intersecting the lakes near 
Trokinowe, southwest of Vilma, after 
some fighting. 

“Between Jeziory and Wolkowysk our 
attack is making progress. Wolko- 
wysk itself and the hills east and north 
of it have been captured, 2,800 prisoners 
remaining in our hands, together with 
four machine guns. 

“Army group of Prince Leopold o1 
javaria: The enemy has been defeat- 
ed in the region of Izabelin, south- 
west of Wolkowysk. Farther south 
this division is advancing toward the

At the embassy today it was empha- 
sized that the only step so far ordered 
in the instructions from Vienna was 
the issuance of a proclamation calling 
on ali Austro-Hungarian subjects to 
obey the decree of their government 
against aiding in the manufacture of 
war munitions for the enemy. 

A decree similar to this one was is- 
sued some time ago by Germany, 
but it attracted but little comment. It 
is stated that soon after the decree 
was proclaimed most of the Germans 
employed in munitions plants, chiefly 
in executive or scientific departments, 
quietly sought other positions without 
waiting for urging through diplomatic 
agencies. 

Wilson’s Action Unusual. 

President Wilson’s action in going 
to the state department to discuss Dr. 
Dumba’s case with Secretary Lansing 
was so unusual that white house 
and state department attaches were 
slow to realize what had hap- 
pened. So far as officials could re- 
call, the only precedent for a president 
going to call on a secretary of state 
was recorded when President McKinley 
went to call on Secretary Day. The 
president’s call was not arranged in 
advance. He left his study and passed 
out of the executive offices through a 
little-used entrance, crossed the avenue 
which separates the white house 
Grounds from the state, war and navy 
building, and walked up the main stair- 
way unattended while dozens of sur- 
prised tourists and employees stopped 
io look.

Asserting that the city is losing 
thousands of dollars annually by hav- 
ing the stock of various departments 
stolen and sold by the thieves, Chair- 
man A. W. Farlinger, of the council 
finance committee, Wednesday se- 
cured the favorable report on a reso- 
lution carrying $1,000 with which to 
open on October 1 a municipal ware- 
house for all city departments. 

The warehouse will be in the H. M. 
Beutell building on Bellwood avenue 
and the Southern railway. The build- 
ing has been offered to the city, 
through Mr. Farlinger, by Mr. Beutell, 
former member of council, who says 
he will ask no rental whatever and 
that the city will not be obligated to 
him in any way. 

Mr. Farlinger stated that the appro- 
priation would be needed for the em- 
ployment of a storekeeper and several 
laborers to handle the stock. All city 
department heads, it is proposed, will 
house their stock and equipment in the 
warehouse, which will be under one 
district head. 

It was stated by Mr. Farlingher that 
the departments now have their stock 
scattered in all parts of the city and 
that valuable articles are frequently 
stolen and sold. He said the ware- 
house would mean a saving of as much 
to the city as the purchasing depart- 
ment saved last year, which was $74,- 
000. 

Plans for the warehouse will be 
those gotten by Mr. Farlinger in a 
tour last summer of several eastern 
cities, when he made a careful inspec- 
tion of a number of big municipal 
warehouses.

The testimony of both Simpson and 
Rev. Mr. Reynolds was that Dr. Spray- 
berry admitted planning to gain his 
rclatives’ wealth, but that Ozmer, as 
soon as the alleged crime was con- 
summated, ransacked the desk, rifling 
it of $17,000, supposed to have been 
in currency, notes and drafts on At- 
lanta banks. 

Ozmer, according to the alleged con- 
fession, did not give but $1,000 of the 
stolen sum to his alleged co-conspira- 
tors. Ozmer contends, it was stated 
by George M. Napier, solicitor general 
of DeKalb county, that he did take 
some papers and currency from the 
Sprayberry desk, but that he did it 
for purposés of safekeeping, and later 
turned them over to the temporary ad- 
ministrator of the estate. 

A number of other witnesses, it was 
said by Mr. Napier, delivered testi- 
mony supporting the stories of the 
minister and nephew. 

Dr. Sprayberry conferred with Wm. 
Schley Howard, congressman from the 
fifth district, who will probably defend 
him. An effort will be made this morn- 
ing to obtain bond, when an appeal will 
be made to Judge Charles Whiteford 
Smith, of Decatur. Judge Smith will,

KEEP THE SCHOOLS APACE. 

While it is to be regretted that the addi- 
tional facilities being provided for many of 
the public schools of the city will not be 
entirely completed when the fall term opens 
next Monday, it is gratifying to note that 
the delay will not be for a long period, and 
that within a few weeks every school matric- 
ulate in the city will have a seat in the pub- 
lic schools, and this without resorting to the 
double session exigency.

The lesson to be learned from the con- 
gested conditions of last year; the protest 
of citizens against them, and finally the 
delay now in completion of added facilities, 
is that Atlanta’s public school system must 
meet year by year the demands of an in- 
creased population. 

Though Atlanta boasted a greatly in- 
creased population in 1913 and 1914, those 
years lapsed without an added schoolhouse 
to the system. This neglect caused the ter- 
rible congestion from which the school sys- 
tem is just now emerging. 

The schools must always be kept up in 
number, quality and conduct with the city’s 
growth and progress. 

The civic interest now aroused in them 
must continue, and the schools must be for- 
tified to keep pace with the city’s growth, 
and to furnish the vital part so necessary for 


her civic strength and prosperity. 


CARRYING ECONOMY TOO FAR. 


The treasury department at Washington 
has issued an order providing for the trans- 
portation between the treasury and the sub- 
treasuries and banks of all public moneys 
by registered mail instead of by express. 

The effect of this order is to require the 
railroad companies still to perform the sery- 
ice as heretofore, but to withdraw from 
them the compensation for the service that 
bas been paid from time immemorial. 
Heretofore the express companies of the 
United States have earned approximately 
$600,000 annually by the performance of this 
service. About half of this sum, or $250,000, 
was paid by them to the railroad companies 
for the facilities of transportation. 

While the revenue is withdrawn both 
from express and railroad companies, the 
former are relieved from the service, while 
the railroads in handling the mails must 
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continue to perform ‘it. For doing this the 
railroad companies receive no compensation 


for mail service, compensation for which 
is based upon the weight of the mail han- 
dled, the amount of which is ascertained 
only once in four years. Even under the 
weight system it is pointed out that the 
sum which the railroads would receive for 


would be so inadequately small in compari- 
son with the importance of the service, as 
to amount practically to nothing. 

In transporting public moneys by reg- 
istered mail the treasury department will 
still have to pay the 
secure the safety of these cash funds. It 
is apparent, then, that the only actual sav- 
ing in expense lies in the elimination of 
payment to the railroads for the service 
rendered. 

The proposition involved is purely a busi- 
ness one, but it is one in which the govern- 
ment should deal just as fairly with the 
railroad companies as it expects the rail- 
roads and everybody else to deal with it. 
It ig pointed out that the treasury and post- 
office departments in using the trains and 
locomotives of a railroad company are really 
using the property of citizens who own the 
company’s stock. Attention is also called to 
the fact that under national laws the limit 
of indemnity upon registered parcels and 


congress never intended that the postal serv- 


p.rtation for large sums of money or arti- 
cles of great value. 

The question involved is simply one of 
fair play, and the railroads of the United 
States are certainly entitled to it first and 
foremost from the government that they 


serve. 


COTTON AND WAR. 

England’s recent order in council putting 
the stamp of contraband upon cotton is the 
first serious effort on the part of any nation 
actually to enforce this principle. 

Writing in The New York Sun, Archi- 
bald R. Watson, formerly corporation attor- 
ney of the City of New York, shows that 
during the war between the states Secretary 
of State Bayard, after maintaining the right 
to issue such a declaration against the prod- 
uct, withdrew from his position upon rep- 
resentations by Spanish Minister Muruaga, 
representing the claimants of the cotton held 
subject to seizure. 

When Russia, at war with Japan, sought 
to declare cotton contraband, England was 
the first to enter effective protest. Regard- 
ing this incident which may play very im- 
portant part in our present controversy with 
England, Mr. Watson says. 


Russia. when at war with Japan, 
added raw cotton to its list of contra- 
band upon the ground that raw cotton 
was used in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives. It is interesting now to re- 
eall that this evoked a prompt and 
vigorous protest from Lord Lansdowne, 
then British secretary of state for for- 
eign affairs, British India being the 
largest importer of raw cotton into 
Japan. The language used in the note 
to Count Lamsdorff, Russian minister 
of foreign affairs, is certain not to be 
overlooked by our president in the 
course of the present controversy with 
Great Britain. 

“The quantity of raw cotton that 
might be utilized for explosives,” wrote 
Lord Lansdowne, under date of October 
9, 1904, “would be infinitesimal in com- 
parison with the bulk of cotton ex- 
ported from India to Japan for peace- 
ful purposes, and to treat harmless 
cargoes of this latter description as 
unconditionally contraband would be 
to subject a branch of innocent com- 
merce, which is especially important in 
the Far East, to a most unwarrantable 
interference.” 

An earlier and still more pointed 
protest was addressed to the Russian 
foreign office by Secretary of State 
John Hav under date of April 30, 1904, 
in the course of which it was said: 
“Articles which, like coal, cotton and 
provisions, though of ordinarily inno- 
cent nature, are capable of warlike 
use. are not subject to capture and 
confiscation unless shown by evidence 
to be actually destined for the military 
or naval forces of a belligerent.” 


be needed to strengthen the case of the 
United States against the unlawful attitude 
of Great Britain. If there is, the declaration 
of London of 1908-09, frequently heretofore 
referred to, must furnish the capstone. This 
conference, called by Great Britain for the 
express purpose of determining what were 
the “generally recognized rules of interna- 
tional law,” with respect to maritime war, 
after an exhaustive discussion of the sub- 
ject of contraband, placed raw cotton at 
the head of the list of articles which were 
specifically “not to be declared contraband 
of war.” 

But even that is not all. At the out- 
break of the present war, England declared 
that, with slight modifications, she would be 
able to abide by the declaration of London. 
Fears then expressed as to the possible mis- 
treatment of cotton by England and her 
allies led to a diplomatic correspondence, 
the outcome of which was a letter addressed 
to then Acting Secretary of State Lansing, 
on October 26, 1914, by British Ambassador 
Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, in which he said:

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COLONY OF WHITE FARMERS WILL 
MOVE TO DOUGHERTY COUNTY; 
GEORGIA TO GET MANY COLONISTS 


The establishment of 
farmers in Dougherty. county, which will 
become a reality December 1 when fifteen 
families move from Chicago to make their 
homes in south Georgia, is but the first 
step toward aie tremendous colonization 
scheme which will bring hundreds of fam- 
ilies of substantial farmers from the north 
and west to all parts of Georgia. 

This announcement was made in Atlanta 
Wednesday by R. M. Pindell, of Baltimore, 
one of the vice presidents and assistant di- 
rector of the colonization department of the 
southern Settlement and Development organ- 
ization, of Baltimore, which is responsible 
for the location of this first colony in 
Dougherty. 

Through 
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the Albany Chamber 
merce all details in Dougnerty 
arranged. A large tract of land 
subdivided for the colonists. 

The plan for colonization was outlined by 
Mr. Pindell as follows 

The attention: of tne people composing 
this colony, which is to» go to Dougherty, 
was directed to the state of Georgia per- 
sonal contact with each individual mem- 
ber of the group by the western representa- 
tive of the Southern Settlement and Devel- 
opment organization located at Chicago. The 
inclination and experience of each member 
was carefully reported upon to the Baltimo:

one of a number of sections of Georgia. One 
of the representatives of the Baltimore of- 
fice, thereupon, arranged with the industrial 
department of two of the railroads operating 
in Georgia to get the first hand information 
in detail concerning locations along their 
lines which might be suitable and available 
for such a project.

There seem to be indications 
press of the south may find occasion to di 
cipline the ‘country banker’ the cotton 
states for disincli nation to share with tre 
cotton grower the benefits of abundant 
money for financing of crops. 

With President Wilson and 
of the federal reserve board, 
the banks can get all the mones 
want at 4 per cent, and that 
to be satisfied with 2 per cent advance over 
that for handling the busines of the farmer 
and the planter, we have already read in 
The Times-Union, of Jacksonville, Fla.: “We 
do not expect much of this money to find its 
way into the hands of the farmers.” 

There was something of prophecy in this, 
to judge from intimations in editorials 
The Dallas Daily Morning News that in 
Texas there are already intimations that the 
bankers are refusing to advance $25 per*bale 
on the staple. In that connection we find 
no reference to the interest demanded, 

It would appear that the southern bank- 
ers, or at least, many of them, object, to the 
suggestion of a maximum rate for aye: 
and the treasury department f taking notic 
of the fact with the impression that 6 nar 
cent should make money available to all the 
cotton growers who want it, and at the same 
time pay the banker fair profits on the 
business. Jf one may have money at 4 per 
cent and immediately pass it along at 6, 
with ample security of cotton, there would 
seem to be no sufficient reason to adhere 
to the former minimum of 8 per cent prevail- 
ing at a time when bankers were pleading 
that New York was no longer at their com- 
mand with funds. 

The New Orleans Times-Picayune makes 
a feature of a dispatch from its Washington 
correspondent in which he becomes rather 
scathing in comment, as in the following: 
“A large number of southern bankers are 
in bad repute with the administration as a 
result of last year’s dealings. While there 
{is much commendation for the public-spirited 
and patriotic conduct of many southern bank- 
ers during the trying times of handling last 
vear’s cotton crop, the avarice displayed by 
others did much to ,block the strenuous ef- 
forts made by the federal government in the 
interest of the entire nation, it is asserted.” 

That the holding of cotton is necessary 
to maintain a fair market is as well under- 
stood as the fact that to hold his cotton the 
average producer must have cash to tide 
him over.

How closely the contest was waged 
is shown by the fact that the victors 
won 23 games and 153 points, to the 
losers’ 22 games and 154 points. John- 
ston and McLoughlin stood out as the 
individual stars, although both were 
ably supported. 

In the beginning the team work of 
the champions was superior to that 
of the challengers. As the match pro- 
gressed, however, the younger men, 
adding speed to each service and 
stroke, gradually forced McLoughlin 
and Bundy into errors 
and stroke, which was the 
cause of their undoing. 


Errors Hurt Champs. 


A study of the stroke analysis shows 
that, although the winners of the title 
were out-aced and out-placed, their 
opponents were guilty of a sufficient 
number of nets and outs to more than 
nullify the advantage. Notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Johnston defeated 
McLoughlin in the singles titular con- 
test yesterday, the famous Davis cup 
plaver showed great improvement in 
form today and considered individually 
was the star of the match.

ing and placing disconcerted the ulti- 
mate.winners who appeared unable to 
find any permanent weakness or open- 
ing in the veterans’ game and court. 

Fifth Set Fierce. 

With the opening of the fifth and 
deciding set it was a case of touch 
and go.
